Last night he met 
wjlh members of Congress, econ- 
omlsU. and other high government 
officials In a’ round-table discussion 
on "America and the Future of 
Democracy." '

though he had nothing to say as 
to America, he believes that Europe 
has war Inscribed on Us ftjturc. He 
believes conflict is ylght now loom- 
ing before our eyes in the European

Independents Pla/ 
Politics 

To tS* Edifor of Tho Htfchot: 

• As m fraternity man whose alle- 
giance to democracy transcends that 
narrow coalition politics I attended 
the convention of the Independent 
Party extremely enthusiastic and 
heartened over the spirit and mo- 
tives exhibited at this convention 
and felt that the slate put forward 
constituted a new high In every 
way since my entrance into this 
university. I felt that here, at last, 
was something genuine . . , some- 
thing with a real principle and the 
will to carry out that principle fair- 
ly and honestly. Above all I felt 
that they were sincere and would 
not sacrifice principle for possible 
political advantage In the coming 
election. I also felt that selfish per- 
sonal ihterest had been shoved as 
far into the background as possible. 

However, lo and behold, three 
nights after this glorious conven- 
tion based on tifich sound principles 
and ideals I attend a meeting of 
the several debate units on the 
campus and find an independent 
candidate playing politics, with a .

Now if Mr. Kniffln had actually 
been making a deal to assist a fra- 
ternity man who had not been giv- 
en an equal opportunity and who 
deserved this support op the basis 
of merit and merit alone hjs action 
might be^ condoned. However, -the 
fraternity man who Mr. Kniflln 
chose to deal with Trankly admitted 
that his Interest In. organizing the 
Debate Teams was primarily politi- 
cal even though he managed to 
dish out some very convenient 
rationalizations to ^loak His position 
with some degree of decency. Nor 
can It be said that Mr. Russell has 
not b|»en given an equal oppor- 
tunity to advance.

great portion of his program— re- 
organization, for Instance, or the 
NLR Act— no matter how sincere^ 
Is having not the result of "up- 
holding the constitution,” but quite 
the contrary. And those groups 
who feel that the end Justifies the 
means, and go to such lengths to 
protect their own selfish Interests 
by crying to the gods of freedom 
(license), the "right to work” (ex- 
ploit), etc., certainly are not con- 
tributing to the rational discussion 
and solution of our problems of in- 
security. 

• Need we but recall the story of 
the boy who cried "wolf to realize 
that the constant bellows of the 
American reactionary will soon dull 
the ears of the American pebpla 
so that their true spirit of democ- 
racy will be stilled when concreta 
danger looms. 

I would be flying in the face of 
facts to say we do not face a severe 
crisis today, but it is not "dictator- 
ship” of Roosevelt, or "commu- 
nism.” or any threat to "freedom” 
of the press. We do face threats 
of loss of civil liberties, of con- 
tinued and more autocratic rule of 
business minorities, of entrenched 
politicians, of war. Neither do 1 
ask those who believe the way 
of social and economic equality Is 
wrong to be silent. 

Intelligence, and a recognition 
that democracy cannot be "saved,” 
but must be developed or lost, is 
essential. That, with the realiza- 
tion that here In America is very 
probably democracy’s final strong- 
hold, and at the same, time what 
could be the nerve center of fi;uit- 
ful and worthwhile life.

them is not merely the volume 
of hate they have evoked from 
members of the possessing 
class, though that is remarkable 
enough. What is remarkable, 
rather, is the revelation they 
have involved of the habits of 
American capitalists when their 
record as controllers of the na- 
tional wealth is examined . , . 
Anyone who reads the ' record 
of the American labor spy, of 
the I activities of the hired 
armies of thugs normally em- 
ployed by business men In in- 
dustrial disputes, of the gigan- 
tic scale upon which tax eva- 
sion is practiced by eminent 
financial leaders, of the opposi- 
tion of college presidents and 
Cardinals of the Church to such 
'elementary decencies as prohi- 
bition of child labor, will won- 
der exactly what habits Ameri- 
can capitalism will display if 
and when its authority is seri- 
ously challenged.” 

Without holding a detailed brief 
for Mr. Roosevelt, it it at least 
revelant to point out that the re- 
sult of the bitter opposition to a

• Student Government on this 
campus — if it is to be a working 
government and not the usual 
"do-nothing ’'government — must 
be a government put into office 
by a student body which desires 
such government and will Insist on 
having it. 

This means an awakened student 
body which will see the possibilities 
in a really efficient Student Coun- 
cil as set up In the new Articles. 
In short, a lot of awakening must 
be done— and not with the, usual 
political cat-calling. 

This Council set-up is the first 
result of a lot of intense dissatis- 
faction with the system, and the 
principal thing the reorganization 
sought ^was efficiency based on a 
smgll (Council whose members will 
have definite responsibilities. 

The Program Director la .charged 
with responsibility for supervising 
the general programs of all major 
activities. He must require them to 
submit their annual programs for 
inspection and action by the Coun- 
cil. He must coordinate their func- 
tions. 

If he does not, hit head will be 
laid on the block. 

The Forum Director must arrange 
a forum of speakers for the student 
body. He may get all the help he 
needs, but if there is no forum, he 
is responsible. 

And so on down the list, a group 
of functional officers is established, 
not a legislative body to pass "reg- 
ulations.” 

This means responsibility. 

It dues not guarantee it, how- 
ever. ^he Articles set up certain 
minimum qualifications for the var-i 
ious offices, to Insure that ther^ 
would be some weeding out, then 
election 'Would not be a mere popi^- 
larity contest among good-looking 
girls end handsome athletes. 

These quatlflcations already have 
been vitiated to some extent by the 
extremely liberal election rules de- 
fining "major activities,”'' so' that 
scores of persons have been made 
"eligible.” 

There remains the question 
whether students will see the ne- 
cessity of electing officers who are 
qualified by service In activities— 
not by mere technical qualification. 

And the further question, whether 
the voting tsudents will allow their 
votes to be swung at the behest of 
old-line politicians whQ, jtlll cannot 
lose their desire tO^^fiptrol some 
patronage -even iflHfii^s putting 
the usual gang ol alaoges into 
office. 

Various organizaUoiia Ikave indi- 
cated ^that artificial political line- 
ups have come near to the end of 
their day, and that their votes will 
be cast strictly on the basis of 
merit. 

If enough such organizations and 
enough such votes are aroused, 
student government next year may 
actually be worth the name— and 
something more.

• Ol eoune, "It can’t happen here” 
but . . . 
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A Non-Partisan Party 

IT would be interesting for someone to analyze the lack ol bias 
which the sell-styled "Non-PartisAn League" displays, or Intends 
to display, but that does not present nearly as interesting a case 
as does their claim to have filed with "the Chairman ol the Election 
Committee and The Hatchet on or before March 31” as is required 
by the rules ol the one-man elections committee. ^ 

; The facts are that the Non-Partisans did file their statement, 
as prescribed, with the Chairman of the Committee, but did not 
file with The Hatchet, as far as The Hatchet is concerned. Cer- 
tainly it should be to one ol the five recognized heads ol the paper 
that such a staterheni should be given, and not to a junior reporter, 
ol the society staff. 

In addition we learn that the Chairman ol the Elections Com-_ 
mittee, evidently upon hearing the story, which was not kept quiet 
by any means because it was a matter ol public Interest, wrote a 
letter to a member of the Non-Partisan League referring to a mem- 
ber ol the Board ol Editors and said thal the copy had been filed, 
because he knew it was in the possession of the alore-mentioned 
junior reported at the time ol the deadline. He knew, ol course, 
that this game repqrter was a member of the party, and naturally 
knew of the intentions. • 

It was not because of any failure ol The Hatchet to investigate 
the matter, however, that the Non-Partisans filing is not recognized. 
The editor, lit fact, visited the offices ol the Student Council the day 
the deadline went Into effect, and asked 11 this party had filed. He 
was informed affirmatively, and replied that they had not filed with 
The Hatchet. , 

The following day, as Indicative that they recognized their 
obligation, a member ,ql the party did give the petition to the editor 
of The Hatchet. 

It is not within our province to try to interpret what was 
meant by any actions ol the Non-Partisan League, but we do know 
that no representative member ol the paper was Informed. Since 
' all other parties seemed to knoiy that official recognition on this 
score would seem to come from the editor, and filed accordingly, it 
Is to be wondered th^t this particular group did not follow suit, or 
that we are presumptious In thinking they should have. Had they 
filed with any ol the members ol the Board of Editors or had 
mailed the petition with a postmark ol the required date, It would 
have met the requirements, so far as we arc concerned, as this Is a 
very common and recognized practice in meeting deadlines. 

Further, lor the Chairman ol the Elections Committee to de- 
cide when a petition has or has not been filed with The Hatchet Is 
something entirely beyond his ability to decide.

The second evil consists of put- 
ting a student in the stralt-Jarket 
by requiring so many Axed courses 
in the Junior College, so many 
others as a part of his major and 
collaterals. Even worse the stu- 
dent may be taking as many as 16 
or 24 hours with the same instruC' 
tor: this Is not a liberal tonic; it 
is intellectual poison. 

The George Washington Plan, 
which must not be considered fully 
in effect as long as most depart- 
ments are under the old plan, 
avoids both of these extremes: 

(1) It protects 24 hours of elec- 
tives in the Junior and Senior 
years. (2) It arranges a coordinat- 
ed plan of study for every major, 
the test of mastery of which is the 
passing of a general examination." 
Dean Doyle Explains 
“The Philosophy of education 
adopted by the faculty of Colum- 
bian College, to which concrete ex- 
pression has been given by the ar- 
rangements set up under the new 
plan," Dean Doyle explained, “la in 
harmony with the most up-to-tiate 
educational thought. 

“It aims at a broad liberal arts 
culture, combined with a deep and 
intensive grasp of some area of 
human knowledge. Its purpose is 
to turn out students who are more 
than storehouses of factual infor- 
mation -that is, students chose fac- 
tual information is merely the tool 
upon which they exercise their pow- 
ers of coordination and generaliza- 
tion. in such a way as to make their 
knowledge effective In the solution 
of the problem.s of individual and 
community living." 


surgeon general declared^ Claim- 
ing that 50 per cent of all new In- 
fections of ayphilis are acquired be- 
fore the age of 25. he continued, “It 
Is flttlng, therefore, that atudenLs 
should Uke the Initiative in this 
effort." 

Emphasizing the duty of colleges 
In developing the youth of the na- 
tion Into responsible citizens, Dr. 
Vonderlehr concluded by encourag- 
ing the assembled editors to take 
the lead In tackling this pi^pblem, 
Congressman Houston, speaking 
on “'Legislation and Syphilis," de- 
cried the pudgery Which until re- 
cently has prevented open s|>eech 
on the syphilis question. 

Senate PaMCft Bill 
The Representative from Kansas 
informed the gathering that the 
Senate had Jus^ passed an antl- 
syphills bill, which authorized ap- 
propriations for a period of 13 
years. This measure, designed to 
give the Public Health Service the 
funds necessary to combat the dis- 
ease, will now go to the House of 
Representatives, according to Mr. 
Houston. . 

Major Johnson, also emphasized 
the great percentage of syphilis 
among youth between the age.s of 
V 16 and 30. He outlined the work 
done by groups such ns the Amer- 
ican Social Hygiene Association, of 
which he is the adviser in charge 
of legal nnd protective activities.

• PERHAPS even more defi- 
nite steps attacking the evils of 
“mass-production” of college 
students on the “time-card” sys- 
tem have been taken In Colum- 
bian College, the program of 
which has until recently been In- 
complete, than in the Junior Col- 
lege. 

This year six new-type divisional 
majors, In^ American 'Thought and 
Civilization, International Relations, 
English Literature, Statistics, Biolo- 
gy and Philosophy, went Into ef- 
fect; Others will be devised grad- 
ually until all departments are un- 
der the new plan. 

Discussing the Aew-type majors. 
Dean. Doyle' said that the tendency 
today is toward breaking down the 
arbitrary boundaries between de- 
partments. He emphasized that the 
new divisional plan, reflecting thi.s 
tendency, alms to give the student 
a wider grasp and more general 
knowledge than the old department- 
al majors. 

Concludes Rt^organlzatlon 

The divisional plan for majors 
carries to a logical .conclusion the 
reorganization of the liberal arts 
program of the University which 
was begun in 1930. At that time, 
the liberal arts college was divided 
on a functional basis into the Junior 
College and Columbian College, 
and the departments were grouped 
on the basis of relationship of con- 
tent and methods Into the Divisions 
of Languages and Literatures, the 
Natural Sciences, and the Social 
Sciences. 

A well-rounded undergraduate 
major, defined as a coordinated 
study of the content and methods 
of a field of knowledge, supported 
by studies in related fields, forms 
the core of the ColiTknbian College 
program, which culminates the Mas- 
ter of Arts discipline. 

In order that study for the ma- 
jor may not di.splace the ideal of 
a liberal education, the professor 
or committee who administers the 
major is re.sponsible for seeing that 
at least 24 hours of cour.se work 
is taken in subjects not included 
in the major. 

Garnett Shows Value 
Professor Garnett, who admln- 
sters the new major In Philosophy, 
shows the value of the University 
Plan as follows: 

“The strength of our plan lies, 
in my opinion, in the fact that it 
avoids both the extreme of abso- 
lutely free electives and of only pre- 
scribed courses. The first evil may 
be illustrated by something that 
happened to me during the' Febru- 
ary registration. I was chatting 
with two students when a third 
approached, \and, thinking that we 
were all students, asked: 

*' ‘Shall I elect a course In the 
X Department or in the Y Depart- 
ment. fellows?’ 

“After listening to the disctission 
for a moment, I decided to try an 
experiment, saying: 

“ 'Say, you don't want to take 
work In X or Y. What you want 
is a course in Z.'

As a high si hool pupil he had sung 
In the choir and taught Sunday 
school at the Presbyterian Church 
of the Covenant. The pastor was a 
happy fellow who liked to mix re- 
ligion and athlellca, playing, ball- 
with Hoover and the other boys on 
vacant lots. He almost proved ron- 
cluxlvely his own theory about «the 
Imitating quality of every boy by 
emulating this pastor, a Rev. Mr. 

McLeotf. 

Swing music and Beethoven mean 
only a movement to shut the ra- 
dio off to Hoovei^. He likes Wayne 
King, but admits that he' probably 
has a horse and buggy Idea about 
music and art. 

Ite -never reads detective stories 
(’'they are nnuaeating"). but he 
takes all five Washington papers 
and reads all the comic strips that 
have detective heroes. Dick Tracy, 

Secret Agent X*B. War on Crime, 
and even dips Into Tarzan. He does- 
n’t have time to read novels any 
more, depending on Herald Trib- 
une Book Reviews, but likes to read 
essays, especially those by Emer- 
son. He also likes to read the great 
outdoors he-man poet, Robert Serv- 
ice. and has a modest collection of 
bronzes and etchings. 

Unmarried himself. Hoover thinks 
that the American home is disinte- 
grating and marriage today Is too 
much a hit and miss proposition. 

Marriage, he claims, Is consumated 
with little thought of responsibili- 
ty. ln<*ome, and the raising of 
children. 

"Too often the training of a child 
is turned over to a nurge. or .more 
often, to the street." he said. 

Training is the Important thing, 
he'belleves. Youth Is yely_']lttle In- 
fluenced by heredity, ~ 

"Every boy must have a hero; he 
Is the world’s greatest Imitator, 
and that hero should be the boy's 
father. But how many fathers 
qualify for the job?" 

Hoover believes that the youth 
of today it more precocious than 
the boy of a generation ago but he 
gets Irritated whon people say that 
the youth Is worse today. He says 
that adults need attention, too. 

"Adults are doing things today 
that they didn’t do a generation 
ago. There's too much of the son 
going to the “19th hole" to bring 
father home." 

He wants more emphasis put on 
boys' clubs, camps, the Y.M.C.A. 
and the Boy Scouts. 

The Khooli have been deficient, 
too. Hoover avers. 

“They teach the youth reading, 
writing, and arithmetic but dont 
teach him that crime does not pay 
and that property rlghta are to be 


working himself In the Library 
of Congress by day for 530 a week, 
and studying law here at night, 
“Speed" Hoover Has seen to many 
men fail who have had their edu- 
cation served to them on golden 
platters to advocate anything but 
a "work plus school" policy. 

Carrying his ideas Into the F.B.I.. 
Hoover's clerical department has 
415 male employees, 85 per cent of 
which attend night school. He be- 
lieves too, that the clerks should 
get a perspective of the whole de- 
part ment, and In the future he 
will pick all hit agents from the 
clerical positions. 

Hoover was born In Washlngion, 
January 1, 1895, in the same un- 
pretentious housa in Seward Square 
that he now resides. He entered 
Central High In 1909 and pictured 
the tradition that all well-known 
husky adults were probably puny 
In their youth. Still traditionally, 
this didn’t Slop him, and four years 
later he captained the team that 
won the District drill contest. A 
University friend of his said that 
he manifested leadership even in 
those days. He was (and is) always 
considerate of other** but he found 
it hard to tolerate laziness. 

In between work and more work 
Hoover finds time, but not much, 
to Indulge Ih watching or playing 
the sporta that he loves. Although 
he doesn't play as much as he used 
to. he likes tannla. Ha tried to take 
up golf once, but fapnd out that 
every time he took iT whack at the 
ball, it travelled -about six inches 
and his blood preesure went up 
tweijtty ppints, He discovered that 
h* c0.uld.4tpt more. exercise in thir- 
ty minute* playing tennis than all 
day pla>'ing golf so he dropped the 
latter. He probably has a bit of 
the politician in him for he likes 
fishing. His favorite dally sport is 
^ walking from work and window 
shopping. Hoover's only fake love 
Is wrestling. Almost any week can 
find him at Arnica Hall -watching 
an exhibition that he knows is 
faked, "but it’s a good show any- 
how." ^ 

Hoover has always been Inter- 
ested in the University and is on 
the Board of Tnusteei now. He 
like* th* spirit of democracy here, 
which he eayt Is wholesome, Ameri- 
can. and' liberal In the« sense of 
having an open mind.

The first one was to 
lengthen the court two feet at each 
end with the baskets remaining in 
the same position: the second rule 
dealt with ihe elimination of the 
three-second rule In the opponent’s 
court; the third dealt with ellni'na- 
tion of the three-second rule for 
the entire game. The fourth wai 
the Idea of forbidding playo’-s to 
shoot from pivot In a specified 
•res around the opponent's basket ; 
(he fifth was to rotate jumps; the 
' sixth suggested that the ten sec- 
ond rule be dropped and enforced 
only In the last five minutes; the

"Tour Job Is to line yourself up 
with the faction you believe is right 
and fight with lU if you are a so- 
cialist and believe In socialism, fight 
with that movement. On the other 
hand, however, if you believe in 
Republcaniism you should follow It 
and strive make it see your 
views."

Prof. Laski will 
analyze the nature and significance 
of liberty— polUical and personal— 
In a centralized federal structure.
